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Telephone  Orders.  We  receive  a  great  number  of  these  on  the  Saturday  morning  after 
the  list  goes  out  and  also  on  the  Monday  morning.  These  are  timed  as  received  and  dealt 
with  in  strict  rotation.  We  often  receive  simultanecrus  telephone  orders  for  the  same  coin 
and  occasionally  it  is  unwittingly  promised  to  both  callers.  Sometimes  a  piece  is  found  to  be 
in  stock  and  promised  to  a  caller  when  there  has  been  an  earlier  phone  call  for  it — this  is 
obviously  unfair.  We  would  be  grateful,  therefore,  if  clients  making  telephone  calls  would 
refrain  from  asking  if  particular  pieces  are  still  available. 

Disappointments.  We  are  always  sorry  if  we  cannot  supply  a  coin  or  medal  ordered. 
Usually  we  only  have  a  single  specimen  of  the  pieces  listed  in  the  Bulletin  and  this  may  already 
have  been  ordered  by  telephone,  telegram  or  by  post.  Sometimes  we  may  get  half-a-dozen 
orders  for  the  same  piece  in  the  same  post. 

Even  if  you  have  been  unlucky  two  or  three  times,  please  don’t  give  up  in  despair.  You 
are  bound  to  be  successful  in  getting  what  you  want  in  time:  not  everything  sells  at  once  — 
some  coins  do  not  sell  at  all!  To  look  at  the  matter  philosophically,  if  one  could  get  whatever 
one  wanted,  with  finance  the  only  limiting  factor,  half  the  joy  of  collecting  would  be  lost. 

Delays.  It  is  our  aim  to  give  a  quick  and  efficient  service  and  we  like  to  answer  all  letters 
within  a  day  or  so  of  receipt.  We  would  ask  our  clients  to  be  indulgent,  however,  if  they  do 
not  always  get  a  reply  by  return.  Though  we  now  have  a  staff  of  more  than  twenty,  which 
we  believe  is  more  than  any  other  numismatist  in  Europe,  there  are  times  when  we  are  just 
not  able  to  cope  with  our  correspondence  expeditiously. 

On  days  after  the  Bulletin  has  been  despatched  we  usually  have  two  or  three  hundred  letters 
per  day  and  in  December  and  January  this  number  can  be  doubled.  In  point  of  fact  we  are 
not  able  to  get  them  all  opened  and  distributed  to  the  staff  who  have  to  deal  with  them  on  the 
day  they  are  received.  They  are,  however,  dealt  with  in  the  order  they  are  opened,  and  as 
quickly  as  possible.  There  is  another  cause  for  delay;  some  letters  have  to  be  dealt  with  in 
turn  by  two,  three,  four,  or  more  of  our  staff  before  an  order  can  be  completed  or  all  the 
enquiries  answered. 

Special  Instructions.  We  would  be  grateful  if  clients  who  have  special  instructions 
regarding  the  invoicing  or  despatch  of  coins  would  repeat  them  with  each  order,  as  we  may 
otherwise  fail  to  comply  with  them. 

Standard  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The  Tenth  edition  (1960) 
was  published  about  a  year  ago  and  is  still  available  at  9/3  post  free.  Many  of  the  prices  therein 
are  now  somewhat  out  of  date:  this  is  especially  true  in  the  case  of  pre  1837  gold  coins,  copper 
and  really  fine  milled  silver. 

We  have  now  broken  up  the  type  and  during  the  coming  year  Peter  Seaby  will  be  re-writing 
the  catalogue  and  we  shall  be  printing  the  Eleventh  edition  during  the  autumn  of  1961.  Any 
suggestions  for  improvements  will  be  welcomed  and  carefully  considered. 

New  Copper  Catalogues.  1960  was  memorable  for  the  publication  of  the  long  awaited 
work  by  C.  W.  Peck  on  English  Copper:  English  Copper ,  Tin  and  Bronze  Coins  in  the  British 
Museum  (575  large  pages,  50  plates.  We  can  supply ,  price  £5/12/6  + postage ,  etc.,  inland  3/-; 
overseas  5/-). 

Every  collector  of  this  series  should  have  a  copy  as  it  is  the  most  up-to-date  book  on  the 
subject  and  one  of  the  finest  numismatic  works  ever  published. 

We  are  now  sending  to  the  printers  a  new  edition  of  our  Catalogue  of  the  Copper  Coins  and 
Tokens  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  we  hope  to  have  it  ready  by  the  summer  of  1961. 
We  are  sorry  it  was  not  ready  by  Dec.  1st,  1960,  as  we  had  originally  intended.

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THE  ADVENTURES  OF  A  PENNY. 

By  Philip  T.  Meldrum,  ll.b. 

( With  posthumous  apologies  to  Joseph  Addison ) 

I  was  last  night  browsing  through  ray  copy  of  Brooke  with  a  selection  of  coins 
before  me,  when  I  fell  insensibly  into  a  most  unaccountable  reverie  wherein  methought 
that  an  Edwardian  penny  from  my  collection  flipped  himself  out  of  his  tray  into  the 
air  and,  landing  face  uppermost  on  the  table,  gave  me  the  following  account  of  his 
life  and  adventures : 

“  I  was  not  allwayes  a  penny  of  Kynge  Edward  ye  firste,  be  it  knowne,  and  if  this  paradox 
doth  bemuse  ye,  I  will  proceed  to  explain. 

My  mother  was  an  ingot  of  ye  allay  of  ye  Esterlynges  of  Flanders,  and  tipped  ye  scayles 
at  one  pounde  in  weight  by  ye  standard  of  Troyes.  Her  substance  was  consumed  when  she 
begat  my  two  hundred  and  thirty  nyne  twinne  brethren  and  me  at  Westminster  in  ye  xxxviijth 
yeare  of  ye  reigne  of  oure  sovereigne  Lorde  the  late  Kynge  Henry  ye  third.  Firste  she  was 
molten  in  a  crucible,  poured  oute  on  to  a  slabbe,  and  then  beaten  oute  on  an  anvill  into  a  thinne 
plate.  I  was  thereupon  separated  from  her  with  a  paire  of  merciless  sheares  and,  being  thus 
lefte  an  orphan,  I  was  moste  cruelly  baptised  with  fire  by  a  rude  workman  of  ye  Minte,  who 
afterwards  gave  me  to  a  companion  to  stampe  betwixt  a  trussel  and  a  stander  before  abondoning 
me  to  my  fate  in  a  basin. 

A  merciful  boye  picked  up  ye  basin  and  carried  me  therein  with  alle  my  brethren  to  a 
gentler  sorte  of  man,  who  weighed  me  and  a  fewe  of  my  brothers  in  a  ballance,  pronouncing 
us  each  ye  equall  of  two  and  thirty  grains  of  wheat  or  thereabouts.  It  was  then  I  caught 
sighte  for  ye  firste  tyme  of  myne  owne  reflectioun  in  ye  pan  of  ye  scayles,  but  this  visioun  gave  me 
lytle  delight  as  my  visage  was  that  of  a  rough  and  bearded  man  with  curls  aboute  his  head  and  a 
starre  above.  I  observed  that  my  brethren  were  marked  about  ye  rumpe  with  a  voided  cross 
traversynge  ye  breadth  of  theyre  personnes,  ye  extremities  of  suche  crosses  representynge  to 
my  minde  an  infante’s  apple  on  the  ende  of  a  sticke,  and  I  bethought  me  that  I  must  surely  be 
likewise  doublye  scored  across. 

My  active  lyfe  began  when  I  was  given  oute  with  others  of  my  kinde  to  a  Thames  waterman 
in  exchange  for  a  bagge  of  suskyns,  dotkyns  and  Venetian  galley  halfpence,  whiche  had  been 
passed  off  on  hym  at  Galley  Quay.  From  thence  I  passed  from  hande  to  hande  in  divers 
shoppes,  markets  and  innes  of  ye  Citye  until  I  came  into  ye  possession  of  a  man  of  Lawe  who 
spente  me  at  Westminster  Halle  on  skinnes  for  his  ingrosments.  I  was  there  acquired  by  ye 
Marshall  to  one  of  Hys  Majestye’s  Justices  at  Nisi  Prius,  who  carried  me  abowte  ye  Countrye 
untille  hee  spente  me  on  a  nosegay.  Following  suche  release  I  was  agen  set  arolling,  and  in 
turn  purchased  a  dozen  roaste  ffinches  from  a  baker’s  oven  atte  Nottyngham  and  tenne  egges 
from  a  yeoman’s  wyf  atte  Yorke  market.  Durynge  my  sojourne  in  Yorke  I  was  given  in  almes 
at  ye  Minster,  and  was  subsequentlye  donated  at  a  Gild  feaste  to  a  poore  vagrant  with  a  passe. 
This  wight  set  abowte  cutting  me  in  tweye  partes,  subdivydynge  agen  one  of  suche  partes 
into  fourthynges,  ye  latter  of  which  hee  spente  respectivelye  on  a  loaf  of  bredde  and  a  measure 
of  ale.  Severall  dayes  later  he  cruelly  trimmed  ye  halfe  of  me  that  he  helde,  and  thus  lefte 
me  lacking  ye  tippes  of  my  crosses.  In  consequence  of  hys  then  endeavourynge  to  utter  me 
at  an  inne  atte  Hessel  in  ye  county e  of  Yorke,  I  was  nailed  to  ye  counter  by  ye  hoste,  who 
observed  my  pillaged  conditioun.  There  I  remained  a  prisonour  for  an  interminable  space,  a 
dreadfull  example  to  all  evilly  disposed  personnes  who  would  unlawefully  attempte  to  passe 
lighte  money  in  breach  of  ye  statute  in  that  behalfe. 

Atte  ye  turne  of  ye  centurye  I  was  released  from  my  pillorye  and  surrendered  (mirabilis 
dictu)  to  ye  royall  mynte  at  Kyngeston  upon  Hull,  where  I  was  agen  consigned  to  ye  furnace. 
Being  mixed  with  other  monies,  my  shape  and  originall  denominatioun  were  restored  to  me, 
although  on  this  occasion  I  was  not  firste  beaten  oute  flatte,  but  rather  was  I  caste  into  a  rounded 
barre,  which  was  sliced  like  unto  a  carrot  for  ye  potte.  My  head  was  crowned,  ye  name  of  ye 
Towne  was  sette  upon  my  backe,  and  thus  installed  with  a  newe  and  regal  splendour,  I  was 
sente  forth  once  more  into  ye  wide  worlde.  a  lvtlc  lesse  in  weight  thanne  before,  but  muche 
inhanced  in  stampe.” 

Upon  awaking  from  my  dream  I  realised  that,  in  the  same  way  that  Joseph 
Addison’s  shilling  had  undergone  its  transformation  during  the  great  recoinage  of 
1695-8,  so  my  penny  had  participated  in  the  recoinage  which  was  ordered  in  1297  to 
restore  the  badly  degraded  and  mutilated  coinage  which  obtained  at  that  date.  It 
had  commenced  its  life  as  a  long  cross  penny  of  Henry  III  (1216-1272),  and  had  ended 
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up  as  a  Class  IX  penny  of  Edward  I,  struck  at  the  Hull  mint  which  was  opened  in 
March,  1300,  together  with  five  other  provincial  mints  at  Canterbury,  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  Bristol,  Exeter  and  Chester. 

The  Esterling  (or  sterling)  penny  took  its  name  from  the  Flemish  workmen,  known 
as  Esterlings,  who  coined  it  and  gave  to  it  the  standard  of  fineness  known  as  sterling. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  this  standard  remained  constant  at  11  oz.  2  dwt. 
fine  silver  to  18  dwt.  copper  but  this  is  not  strictly  true.  The  Red  Book  of  the 
Exchequer,  which  was  written  between  23  and  46  Ed.  Ill,  defines  it  as  1 1  oz.  4  dwt. 
fine  to  16  dwt.  copper,  and  we  are  informed  by  Sir  Matthew  Hale,  L.C.J.,  in  his 
“  Historia  Placitorum  Coronae  ”  (written  circa  1672)  that  the  standard  during  the 
reign  of  Henry  II,  in  whose  reign  the  Esterlings  arrived  from  Flanders,  was  possibly 
even  purer.  —  “  And  this  is  the  dignity  of  the  coin  of  England,”  says  Hale, 

“  that  it  hath  been  generally  of  the  allay  of  Sterling.” 

The  mediaeval  moneyer  was  obliged  to  obtain  out  of  one  Troy  pound  of  sterling 
silver  240  pennies,  and  here  we  see  the  relationship  between  the  pound  weight 
(lb.)  and  the  pound  sterling  (£),  there  being  240  pennyweights  (dwts)  in  the  Troy 
pound  and  240  pence  in  the  £  sterling.  The  silver  pennies  themselves  were  weighed 
in  grains,  of  which  there  were  originally  32  to  the  Troy  pound.  By  an  ordinance  of 
Henry  III  in  1266  it  was  provided  that: 

“  The  English  penny  which  is  called  a  sterlyng,  round  and  uncut, 
ought  to  weigh  thirty-two  grains  of  wheat  taken  from  the  middle  of  the 
ear.  And  the  ounce  ought  to  weigh  twenty  pennies.  And  twelve  ounces 
make  the  London  pound,  that  is  to  say  twenty  shillings  sterylyng.” 

Grains  of  wheat  were  found  to  be  inconvenient  as  a  subdivision  of  the  penny¬ 
weight,  as  240  is  not  a  multiple  of  32.  By  the  year  1414,  therefore,  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  V,  grains  of  barley  had  been  substituted  for  grains  of  wheat,  it  having  been 
discovered  that  24  grains  of  barley  were  equal  in  weight  to  32  grains  of  wheat.  The 
great  advantage  here,  of  course,  was  that  24  divided  into  240  exactly  ten  times,  and 
hence  our  present  Troy  weight  system: 

24  grains  (grs.)  =  1  Pennyweight  (dwt.) 

20  pennyweights  =  1  ounce  (oz.) 

12  ounces  =  1  pound  (lb) 

On  realising  these  interesting  facts,  I  set  about  to  prove  the  table,  and  went  out 

into  the  cornfields  to  gather  some  ears  of  wheat  and  barley.  Having  done  this, 
I  borrowed  my  young  daughter’s  toy  scales.  I  then  placed  a  Henry  III  penny  in 
one  of  the  pans,  and  thirty-two  grains  of  wheat  in  the  other.  Result:  an  almost 
perfect  balance.  I  next  removed  the  penny,  and  balanced  twenty-four  grains  of 
barley  against  the  thirty-two  grains  of  wheat.  Result :  the  same  as  before  —  an  almost 
perfect  balance!  It  was  a  most  interesting  experiment,  and  one  which  my  children 
never  tire  of  having  repeated  for  their  amusement  and  instruction. 

The  term  “  Troy  weight,”  incidentally,  is  derived  from  the  name  of  the  French 
town  of  Troyes,  where  the  system  is  reputed  to  have  originated. 

The  cross  on  the  reverse  of  the  long  cross  pennies  of  Henry  III  was  “  voided,” 
or  doubled,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  their  subdivision,  by  the  simple  process 
of  cutting,  into  half-pennies  and  farthings  (or  fourthings),  this  being  the  only  way 
in  which  it  was  possible  to  secure  small  change  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  round 
half-penny  and  farthing  in  1280.  The  double  ends  of  the  cross  terminated  in 
blobs,  and  unless  the  whole  of  these  was  visible,  the  coin  was  not  acceptable  as  legal 
tender.  Malefactors  abounded  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III,  especially  in  relation  to 
the  clipping  of  coin,  and  upon  the  introduction  of  the  long  cross  coinage  it  was 
ordained  “  ne  quis  denarius,  nisi  legitimi  ponderis  et  circularis  formae  uteretur,” 
clipped  money  not  being  received,  but  perforated  through  the  centre. 
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Clipping  was  not  the  only  enemy  which  adversely  affected  the  economy  of  the 
country  at  this  time,  but  the  introduction  of  base  foreign  coin  was  also  an  evil  against 
which  the  State  found  it  necessary  to  legislate  from  time  to  time.  This  money  was 
utilised  for  small  change,  and  comprised  Flemish  and  Dutch  coins  known  as  suskins 
and  doitkins,  Venetian  “  galley-halfpence,”  and  other  base  monies  known  as  pollards, 
crokards,  staldings,  eagles,  leonines  and  steepings.  The  “  galley-half-pence  ” 
were  so-called  after  Galley  Quay  in  London,  where  they  were  exchanged  in  large 
quantities  for  smaller  quantities  of  fine  English  coin.  The  economic  effect  of  this 
abuse  was  to  drive  the  good  coin  out  of  the  country  and  to  attract  an  admixture  of 
base  coin  into  the  current  coin  of  realm,  thus  threatening  the  integrity  of  the  coinage 
and  the  economy  of  the  country.  Edward  I  was  the  first  to  legislate  against  the 
introduction  of  these  debased  foreign  coins  by  proclamation  (“  Quod  Pollardi  et 
Crokardi  non  currant  in  regno  Angliae  ”)  in  28  E.L;  and  by  3  Hen.  5,  cap.  1  it  was 
made  a  felony  to  “  make,  coin,  buy  or  bring  in,  and  put  in  payment,  etc.,  any  galley 
half-pence,  suskyn  or  dotkyn  ”  (Cokes  Institutes  of  the  Laws  of  England,  Chap.  30). 
Edward  III  was  also  concerned  to  provide  against  the  abuse,  the  relevant  portion 
of  the  Parliament  Rolls  (17  E.  3,  no.  15)  being  translated  by  Coke  as  follows: 

“  Item,  It  is  accorded  to  make  money  of  good  Sterling  in  England 
of  the  Weight  and  Allay  of  the  antient  Sterling,  w’hich  shall  be  currant  in  • 
England  between  the  Great  men  and  Commons  of  the  Land,  and  which 
shall  not  be  carried  out  of  the  Realm  of  England,  in  any  manner,  nor  for 
any  cause  whatsoever.” 

The  penalty  for  the  felonies  of  transportation  of  silver  and  the  importation  of 
base  money,  was  death! 

My  final  comment  on  the  story  narrated  by  my  penny  concerns  the  difference  in 
the  process  of  minting  during  the  respective  reigns  of  Henry  III  and  Edward  I. 
Prior  to  the  Edwardian  recoinage  the  method  of  manufacture  was  to  melt  the  metal 
in  a  crucible,  thereafter  pouring  it  out  on  to  a  slab  and  beating  it  into  a  thin  plate 
after  cooling.  The  blanks  were  then  cut  out  from  the  plate  with  shears,  annealed 
and  struck.  With  the  appointment  of  William  de  Turnemire  as  master-moneyer, 
however,  a  new  process  of  minting  was  introduced.  The  alloy  under  Turnemire 
was  cast  into  long  bars  having  a  square  cross-section  with  rounded  corners.  The 
blanks  were  sliced  from  the  bars,  rounded  by  beating,  and  then  struck  between  dies. 
The  upper  die,  which  bore  the  reverse  impression  of  the  coin,  was  known  as  a 
trussel  or  puncheon,  whilst  the  lower  obverse  die  (which  ended  in  a  tang,  and  was 
driven  into  a  large  wooden  block)  was  called  a  standard,  staple  or  pile.  They  were 
made  in  the  proportion  of  two  trussels  to  one  standard,  the  purpose  of  this  being 
to  allow  for  the  greater  wear  and  tear  falling  on  the  upper  die,  which  received  the 
direct  blows  of  the  hammer.  —  As  appears  from  the  York  Civic  Records,  there  was 
on  24th  January,  1487:  “delivered  unto  William  Todde,  Maier  of  the  Citie  of 
York,  a  bagg  of  ledder  contigning  xij  old  coyng  iryns,  that  is  to  say,  iiij  standers 
and  viij  trussells ;  the  which  bagg  the  said  William  Todde,  Maier,  sealed  and  delivered 
to  the  hands  of  John  White,  coigner,  to  deliver  unto  the  Chequour  at  London,  and 
from  thens  to  bring  newe  grevene  iryns  agane  from  the  said  Eschequour  unto  the 
said  Citie  of  York.” 

So  ends  my  commentary  on  a  most  remarkable  dream,  which  I  trust  has  been 
both  amusing  and  instructive.  The  romance  of  numismatics  is,  to  me,  its  greatest 
fascination.  It  is  a  sure  means  by  which  the  “  shoal  and  bank  of  time  ”  of  Macbeth 
may  be  surmounted  and  the  time  machine  of  H.  G.  Wells  outmoded.  Coins  are  the 
most  prolific  and  most  durable  of  all  antiques,  and  to  be  a  collector  is  to  possess 
the  facility  of  holding  history  in  one’s  hand  at  will.  Merlin  himself  had  surely  no 
greater  magical  power! 
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THE  COINAGE  OF  OUTER  MONGOLIA.

Outer  Mongolia,  situated  in  north-east  Asia  and  bounded  by  the  U.S.S.R. 
and  China,  covers  an  area  of  about  2,000,000  square  miles  and  has  a  population  of 
approximately  3  to  5  million.  A  Chinese  province  until  the  fall  of  the  Empire  (1911) 
Outer  Mongolia  was  recognized  as  an  autonomous  territory  by  the  treaty  of  Kiakhta. 
It  is  now  known  as  the  Mongolian  People’s  Republic  and  its  government  is  patterned 
on  that  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

To  date  there  have  been  four  different  issues  of  coins  for  Mongolia.  The  first 
three  were  struck  in  Moscow  and  are  dated  years  1 5,  27  and  35  of  the  Mongolian  era 
which  commenced  in  1911.  The  fourth  issue,  dated  1959,  was  struck  in  Ulan  Bator, 
the  capital  of  Mongolia.  Previous  numismatic  catalogues  have  given  inaccurate 
and  incomplete  descriptions  of  Mongolian  coins  and  in  order  to  supply  full  details 
|  of  the  coinage  of  this  remote  country,  I  give  below  a  detailed  list  of  all  the  coins  that 
have  been  struck  so  far :

Rev.  “  20  mung  ”  in  Russian  above  wreath.

Obv.  Legend  on  Ml 5  around  hole. 

Rev.  “  5  ”  above  hole;  beneath,  denomination  and  wreath. 

M25  Alum.  2  mung  (19  mm.).  Similar,  but  “  2  ”  above  hole. 

M26  Alum.  1  mung  (18  mm.).  Similar,  but  “  1  ”  above  hole. 

The  denominations  and  dates  on  the  two  first  coinages  appear  in  old  Mongolian 
numerals ;  below  is  a  table,  which  will  help  in  dating  these.

NOTES  ON  THE  CLEANING  AND  PRESERVATION  OF 

ANCIENT  COINS. 

By  I.  M.  Allen  and  Anthony  Wootton. 

II.  GOLD. 

(Continued  from  December  1960  Bulletin ,  p.  489). 

In  the  first  article  of  this  series  we  gave  some  account  of  corrosion  and  its  products, 
the  differences  between  patina  and  active  corrosion,  and  the  conditions  affecting 
corrosion,  in  the  coinage  metals  of  antiquity.  This  article,  and  those  to  follow,  will 
be  devoted  to  methods  which  may  be  used  for  cleaning  individual  metals,  beginning 
with  the  noblest — gold : — 

Gold  and  its  Alloys. 

The  principal  metals  alloyed  with  gold  for  coins  in  antiquity  were  silver  and 
copper,  either  singly  (i.e.  silver-gold,  copper-gold),  or  all  three  metals  combined 
(copper-silver-gold).  Silver-gold  alloys  generally  appear  a  somewhat  paler  yellow 
than  “  pure  gold,  while  copper-gold  has  a  deeper,  reddish  tone.  In  addition  to 
alloys,  plated  coins — that  is,  consisting  of  a  base-metal  core  covered  with  a  thin 
layer  of  gold — were  also  produced  in  antiquity;  and  besides  these  there  are  also 
naturally  plated  coins,  which  are  the  result  of  “  surface  enrichment  ”  of  gold  alloys. 
Coins  in  the  latter  category  result  from  the  action  of  salts  in  the  soil  which  preferen¬ 
tially  corrode  away  the  baser  metal  (silver  or  copper);  over  a  period  of  time  the 
corrosion  products  thus  formed  are  removed  by  the  action  of  soil  water  etc.,  revealing 
the  enriched  gold  surface.  Further  enrichment  of  such  surfaces  may  also  occur  when 

1  This  is  a  comparative  term:  no  antique  coinage  metal  can  be  called  absolutely  pure,  since  it  always  contains 
impurities  of  some  kind. 
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the  coins  are  cleaned  and  any  remaining  corrosion  products  removed.2  Such 
“  plates,”  whether  natural  or  artificial,  are  often  easily  unsettled  and  consequently 
should  be  handled  with  great  care  during  treatment. 

Cleaning. 

(A  full  description  of  cleaning  agents  and  their  preparation,  as  well  as  apparatus, 
will  be  given  in  a  later  article,  after  the  cleaning  of  coins  of  each  metal  and  its  alloys 
has  been  discussed). 

Pure  Gold. 

Coins  of  pure  gold  require  little  more  than  a  gentle  washing  in  hot  soapy  water 
to  remove  dirt,  since  they  do  not  corrode  and  consequently  remain  virtually  un¬ 
changed  indefinitely.  Any  organic  deposit  on  the  coins  can  usually  be  removed  by 
soaking  in  such  solvents  as  petroleum  or  methylated  spirit,  acetone,  etc.  The  coins 
should  be  immersed  for  about  15  minutes  and  then  brushed  with  a  soft  bristle  brush, 
this  treatment  being  alternated  until  satisfaction  is  obtained.  However,  if  this 
treatment  is  obviously  without  effect,  the  coins  may  be  soaked  for  about  an  hour  in 
dilute  (5%)  caustic  soda,  and  again  brushed,  after  which  the  specimens  should  be 
well  washed  several  times  in  hot  water,  and  carefully  dried.  Occasionally  coins 
may  bear  an  incrustation  of  lime  from  the  soil ;  this  may  be  dissolved  off  in  a  5% 
solution  of  hydrochloric  acid,  after  which  the  coins  should  again  be  well  washed 
and  dried,  as  above. 

Silver-gold  Alloys. 

These  often  exhibit  a  dirty  greyish-white  deposit  (the  chloride  of  silver).  This  is 
best  removed  by  immersion  in  10%  ammonia  for  about  half  an  hour  and  subse¬ 
quent  brushing  with  a  soft  bristle  (tooth-)  brush — the  soaking  and  brushing  being 
carried  out  alternately  until  the  corrosion  products  are  removed.  After  treatment, 
the  coins  should  be  boiled  several  times  in  water  to  remove  the  cleaning  agent,  a 
fresh  sample  of  water  being  used  each  time.3 

Chopper-gold  Alloys. 

Any  spots  of  green  corrosion  product  on  gold  coins  are  indicative  of  the  presence  of 
copper  (basic  copper  carbonate).  This  can  be  removed  by  immersion  in  a  hot  solution 
of  20%  citric  acid,  after  which  the  usual  repeated  washing  is  necessary.  (Note  that 
these  treatments  will  unavoidably  result  in  a  certain  amount  of  surface  enrichment  of 
the  gold,  as  has  been  explained  above). 

Copper-silver-gold  A  Hoys. 

These  often  exhibit  the  green  corrosion  products  of  copper,  and  consequently 
should  be  treated  as  copper-gold  alloys. 

Gold-plated  Coins. 

If  the  “  plate  ”  is  stable  and  the  basic  metal  is  copper  (as  indicated  by  green 
corrosion  products)  the  coin  may  be  soaked  in  a  hot  10%  sodium  sesquicarbonate 
solution;  but  during  such  treatment  a  careful  watch  should  be  kept  to  see  that  the 
plate  is  not  becoming  unsettled  or  detached.  If  this  should  happen  the  coin  must 
immediately  be  removed  from  the  cleaning  solution  and  washed  thoroughly  to 

*  This  process  of  preferentially  removing  the  baser  metal  from  the  gold  alloy  may  have  given  rise  to  the  idea  of 
alchemists  and  “  masters  of  the  mint  ”  of  being  able  to  transform  base  metals  into  pure  gold.  (It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  mercury  was  strongly  connected  with  the  idea  of  such  a  transformation,  and  that  this  element  was  used 
in  ancient  plating  processes).  The  preferential  oxidation  process  (“  blanching  ”)  was  certainly  known  in  early 
times.  See:  “  The  Roman  Silver-washed  Coinages:  Notes  on  the  Probable  Evolution  of  an  Early  Blanching 
Technique,”  and  “  A  Further  Note  on  the  Roman  Blanching  Technique,”  in  Bulletin,  June  and  September 
1958  respectively. 

*  In  this  series  of  articles  wherever  washing  in  water  (to  remove  traces  of  the  cleaning  agent)  is  mentioned,  it  should, 
whenever  possible,  be  diuilled  water,  since  its  use  minimises  the  risk  of  contamination  with  further  impurities. 
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remove  the  cleaning  agent,  and  then  the  plate  fixed  by  immersion  in  molten  wax 
or  cellulose.4  (Impregnation  with  melted  paraffin  wax  can  often  be  better  effected 
under  reduced  pressure  by  using  a  small  vacuum  dessicator,  but  this  technique  will 
be  fully  explained  in  a  later  article).  For  fixing,  a  small  brush  may  be  found  advan¬ 
tageous  to  brush  the  wax  or  cellulose  well  under  the  plate.  (After  use,  the  brush 
hairs  may  be  washed  free  from  cellulose  by  soaking  in  acetone,  or,  if  paraffin  wax 
is  used,  in  turpentine).  Corrosion  spots  on  plated  coins  may  be  removed  by  10% 
ammonia,  if  silver  is  indicated  (greyish-white),  or  80%  sulphuric  acid  if  copper 
indicated  (green).  The  cleaning  agent  may  be  applied  to  the  corroded  area  by  means 
of  a  small  bulb  of  cotton-wool  tied  to  the  end  of  a  match-stick — being  careful  to 
restrict  the  cleaning  material  to  the  corroded  area  only,  otherwise  the  corrosion 
products  which  often  seal  the  plate  to  the  base  metal  core  may  be  affected,  with  a 
consequent  loosening  of  the  plate.  On  completion  of  the  treatment,  the  cleaning 
agent  may  first  be  removed  by  absorption  with  blotting-paper  or  cotton-wool; 
then  the  area  washed  with  hot  water  from  a  dropping  pipette,  the  water  being  ab¬ 
sorbed  with  blotting-paper  etc.  The  final  washing  should  be  repeated  as  many  times 
as  possible  in  order  to  ensure  the  complete  removal  of  all  traces  of  the  cleaning  agent. 
This  method  of  treatment  is  particularly  useful  when  the  plate  tends  to  be  loose  to 
begin  with,  and  soaking  would  therefore  be  dangerous.  When,  however,  the  plate  is 
very  loose  any  isolated  corrosion  spots  may  have  to  be  carefully  removed  with  a 
needle  or  similar  instrument,  and  then  sealed  with  a  fixative  as  above.  Such  treat¬ 
ment  may  be  lengthy,  but  if  carefully  effected  the  results  should  prove  rewarding.

4  Before  the  coin  is  either  waxed  or  varnished,  it  is  essential  that  it  be  thoroughly  dried.  This  can  be  effected  by 
rinsing  in  a  little  acetone  or  methylated  spirit  and  then  allowing  the  coin  to  stand  in  a  dry  place  for  a  few  minutes 
to  allow  evaporation.  More  elaborate  drying  methods  will  be  described  in  a  later  article.

Belgic  Coin  Moulds.  I  was  pleased  to  read  in  the  December  Bulletin  that  you  welcomed 
letters,  and,  as  an  amateur  archaeologist,  I  think  that  I  may  be  able  to  supply  some  information 
which  may  be  of  interest  to  Mr.  Lloyd  Laing,  on  the  subject  of  Belgic  coin  moulds. 

During  the  excavations  at  Verulamium  in  1956,  many  broken  fragments  of  baked  clay 
moulds  were  found  scattered  on  a  layer  of  silty  earth,  in  front  of  and  sealed  beneath  an  early 
rampart.  Similar  moulds  have  been  found  at  Needham,  Norfolk,  Camulodunum,  Silchester 
and  Bagendon.  In  these  moulds  circular  blank  flans  were  cast,  subsequently  to  be  struck  as 
Belgic  coins.  The  moulds  were  mint  debris,  broken  very  small,  though  once  forming  sheets 
perhaps  of  12"  x  6",  with  rectangular  corners  and  straight  sides.  A  single  fragment  of  a  mould 
was  found  beneath  a  building  on  the  site  excavated.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  moulds  would  have 
been  carried  far  in  this  quantity,  and  it  is  suggested  that  these  were  the  dismantled  remains  of 
the  Belgic  mint  of  Verlamium,  the  principal  mint  of  King  Tasciovanus.  This  mint  was  not 
used,  upon  transfer  of  minting  activities  to  Camulodunum  upon,  or  soon  after,  his  death  in 
c  10  a.d.  The  area  is  near  the  River  Ver,  and  about  |  of  a  mile  from  the  Belgic  oppidum  at 
Prae  Wood.  The  fragments  were  found  scattered,  mixed  with  shreds  of  brown  or  grey  combed 
Belgic  ware,  some  of  them  fused,  three  fragmentary  crucibles,  and  some  pieces  of  imported 
Roman  greyish- white  wrares  (probably  amphorae).  In  the  moulds  two  sizes  are  apparent, 
one  C.  0.4  in.  in  diameter,  the  other  C.  0.65  in.  at  the  mouth. 

In  1957,  contents  of  some  Belgic  pits  were  investigated,  when  road-contractors  removed 
the  hedge  flanking  the  north  side  of  Bluehouse  Hill.  One  of  the  pits  was  filled  with  very  large 
quantities  of  baked  clay  moulds,  similar  to  the  single  piece  recovered  from  the  same  vicinity 
in  1956.  One  mould  was  virtually  intact,  consisting  of  seven  rows  of  seven  circular  depressions, 
the  fiftieth  occupying  the  centre  of  a  low  pediment.  One  fragment  still  contailed  the  circular 
bronze  pellet  which  had  been  cast  in  it.  The  site  is  400  yards  from  the  mint  site  near  the  river, 
and  700  yards  from  the  nearest  part  of  the  Prae  Wood  oppidum.  The  problem  is,  were  there 
two  mints  ?  If  not,  why  was  the  debris  so  widely  distributed  ?  The  1957  moulds  were  found 
in  a  single  pit  and  were  in  much  larger  picees  than  those  of  1956,  which  were  much  broken 
and  scattered  about.  A  suggestion  has  been  made  that  Epaticcus  minted  coins  at  Verlamium. 

I  would  not  agree  that  the  moulds  were  found  at  Prae  Wood,  and  would  suggest  that  the 
mint  shops  were  some  distance  from  the  Belgic  town,  which  was  sited  on  the  valley  crest. 
Probably  the  mint  shops  were  in  actual  fact  sited  near  the  Ver,  because  of  the  need  for  a  plenti¬ 
ful  water  supply. — J.  C.  Prior. 

Lincoln  Cents.  I  would  like  to  make  some  corrections  of  your  article  entitled  Small 
Date  Lincoln  Cent  of  1960,  since  it  contains  several  errors. 

(1)  The  so-called  “  small  0  ”  1960  Cents  differ  from  the  “  large  0  ”  coins  in  all  four  numerals 
of  the  date,  not  merely  in  the  0.  They  were  struck  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  both  mints. 
The  master  die  was  changed  some  time  in  February  due  to  a  tendency  of  the  earlier  dies  to 
crumble  at  the  0  and  6.  All  subsequent  Cent  coinage  was  with  large  date.  The  small  dates, 
then,  are  not  the  results  of  a  defective  die,  but  constitute  the  intentional  coinage  at  the 
beginning  of  1960. 

(2)  It  is  true  that  speculators  forced  the  prices  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Denver  small  date 
rolls  up  to  $175  and  $8.50;  however,  the  artificial  market  has  collapsed  considerably,  the  prices 
now  being  about  $60  and  $3. 

(3)  There  is  a  great  deal  of  misrepresentation  of  the  worth  of  1943  Bronze  and  1944  Steel 
Cents.  The  chicanery  usually  commences  when  a  non-collector  finds  a  purported  1943 
Bronze  in  circulation.  A  neighbour,  also  a  non-collector,  surmises  that  the  coin  must  be  worth 
“  over  $10,000,”  or  some  other  such  figure.  The  newspapers  uncritically  reprint  this  gossip — 
and  once  it  gets  into  print  it  is  accepted  as  gospel.  Actually,  the  highest  authentic  auction 
records  for  the  1943  and  1944  off-metal  Cents  are  slightly  over  $1,000  each.  This  pair,  which 
sold  in  Philadelphia  this  year,  were  unquestionably  authentic  since  they  came  from  the  estate 
of  a  mint  employee.  Moreover,  they  were  Uncirculated.  The  price  of  $32,000  quoted  for  the 
1944  Steel  Cent  is  preposterous!  (A  short  while  ago,  a  VF  example  of  the  1943  Bronze  sold 
for  $700.00  in  a  Texas  auction). 

(4)  Mr.  Wilson’s  Cent  with  the  Indian  and  Lincoln  obverses  is  certainly  a  forgery  of  some 
sort,  probably  having  been  made  by  brazing  together  the  obverses  of  two  genuine  coins.  It  is 
significant  that  it  is  not  listed  in  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coins,  the  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Coins,  or  Judd’s  work  on  United  States  patterns,  but  solely  in  Mr.  Wilson’s 
own  catalogue. — Robert  Bashlow ,  New  York. 

Cents  and  “  Pennies.”  I  am  not  sure  I  can  enlighten  you  to  your  satisfaction  as  to  why 
we  use  the  terms  “  cent  ”  and  “  penny  ”  as  synonyms,  but  I  can  hazard  a  guess. 

In  the  early  colonial  days  there  was  a  real  scarcity  of  coins.  Just  about  any  type  of  coins, 
from  any  country,  were  in  circulation  and  were  accepted  by  most  all  colonists.  In  the  early 
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1700’s  William  Wood,  an  Englishman,  obtained  permission  from  King  George  I  to  mint 
copper  coins  for  Ireland  and  the  American  Colonies.  For  America  Mr.  Wood  made  the  Rosa 
Americana  coins  and  to  make  a  large  profit  he  made  these  coins  about  half  the  size  and  weight 
of  the  corresponding  English  coins  of  the  period.  For  Ireland  he  made  coins  of  the  regular 
size.  His  Irish  coins  proved  very  unpopular  in  Ireland,  so  most  of  them  were  sent  to  America. 
Here  we  have  a  very  unusual  situation.  The  Rosa  Americana  penny  was  the  same  size  as  the 
Irish  halfpenny.  As  there  was  no  value  inscribed  on  these  coins  and  since  the  Rosa  Americana 
penny  was  in  circulation  before  the  Irish  halfpenny,  it  is  logical  to  assume  that  the  Irish 
halfpenny  was  accepted  as  another  penny.  Thus  a  coin  the  size  of  the  English  halfpenny 
became  known  in  the  Colonies  as  a  penny.  Later  on,  when  the  individual  states  started  minting 
coins  of  their  own,  the  cent  was  made  approximately  the  same  size  as  Mr.  Wood’s  penny. 
The  Colonists  probably  used  both  terms  when  referring  to  these  coins.  And  why  not  ?  Were 
not  they  both  the  same  size  ?  Furthermore  the  only  copper  coin  circulating  in  the  Colonies 
which  was  the  size  of  the  English  penny  was  another  coin  of  William  Woods,  but  it  was  a 
twopence  and  was  quite  rare.  It  is  during  this  period  then  that  I  believe  the  cent  became 
synonymous  with  the  penny.  It  seems  logical  to  me  and  I  would  be  interested  to  learn  of  any 
other  theories  which  you  might  receive. — Willard  R.  Mumford ,  Fort  Dix ,  N.J.

Irish  Coin  Hoards.  Many  Irish  families  in  the  North  and  South  (of  Ireland)  have  secret 
coin  hoards  from  Viking  times  in  their  possession,  without  knowing  how  valuable  they  would 
be  to  history  students,  said  Mr.  Michael  Dolley,  assistant  keeper  of  the  British  Museum 
coin  room,  at  a  lecture  in  Belfast  Museum. 

More  than  50  hoards  of  Viking  silver  coins  had  been  uncovered  in  Ireland — including 
finds  at  Derrykeegan,  near  Armagh,  Scrabo  and  Co.  Donegal.  He  appealed  to  anyone  who  knew 
about  secret  hoards  to  come  forward  with  the  information,  as  it  could  fill  in  vital  periods  of 
Viking  history  in  Ireland. — Belfast  Telegraph  N.I. 
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Royal  N.S.  At  the  October  meeting  the  following

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  The  November  meeting  of 
the  Society  was  addressed  by  Peter  Mathias,  a  distin- 
guis'ned  economic  historian,  who  spoke  on  “  Aspects 
of  18th  century  tokens.”  The  speaker  first  explained 
the  economic  causes  of  the  token  currency  and  then 
examined,  with  slides,  the  iconography  of  the  tokens. 

Economically,  the  tokens  were  made  necessary  by  a 
combination  of  the  official  attitude  to  copper  coinage, 
and  the  rapid  industrial  expansion  of  the  second  half 
of  the  18th  century.  Even  in  that  century,  base  metal 
coinage  was  regarded,  officially,  as  beneath  the  dignity 
of  the  Royal  Prerogative  of  coinage.  This  was  a  survival 
from  the  16th  century,  the  Royal  Mint  being  persistently 
reluctant  to  deal  with  copper  coinage.  The  distribution 
of  new  coinage  was  absurd,  the  government  being 
unwilling  to  pay  the  distribution  cost.  Thus  only 
gold  and  silver  was  worth  dealing  with,  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  mint. 

The  shortage  of  small  change  was  made  more  acute 
in  the  late  18th  century  by  the  rapid  industrial  expansion, 
in  places  often  far  removed  from  traditional  commercial 


centres.  New  industry  went  to  the  power,  not  the 
power  to  the  industry,  so  that  mills  and  factories  were 
distributed  according  to  the  sites  of  mineral  works,  or 
sources  of  water  power.  The  labour  force  in  such 
centres  was  wage-earning,  so  that  large  sums  of  money, 
all  in  small  change,  were  needed  by  the  employers.  Even 
if  a  group  of  industrialists  could  lobby  the  government 
to  produce  an  issue  of  small  change,  the  intending  client 
had  to  pay  for  transport  from  the  mint  to  his  works. 
Thus  the  token  coinages  in  copper  were  a  cheaper 
alternative,  for  the  formidable  rigours  of  law  against 
forging  coin  of  the  realm  dealt  only  lightly  with  the 
forger  of  base  coinage,  and  not  in  a  way  to  deter  the  local 
issuer  of  tokens.  Matthew  Boulton,  industrialist  of 
Birmingham,  and  monopolist  in  copper,  urged  new 
copper  coinage  on  the  government,  and  supplied,  with 
other  Birmingham  manufacturers,  much  of  the  token 
coinage.  It  took  the  government  nine  years  to  realise 
that  there  was  a  shortage  of  copper  coin,  and  when  it 
eventually  remedied  this  with  contracts  to  Boulton, 
there  were  soon  afterwards  complaints  from  tradesmen 
in  London  that  they  were  overwhelmed  with  copper  coin, 
so  bad  was  the  distribution  of  the  issue. 

Iconographically,  the  tokens  which  were  not  iust 
collectors’  pieces  usually  celebrated  the  issuer,  by 
depicting  a  works  or  a  trade.  Wilkinson,  the  ironmaster, 
had  the  arrogance  to  put  his  own  portrait  on  his  tokens. 
Often  the  representation  of  industrial  machinery  or 
undertakings  were  of  uncommon  accuracy',  but  con¬ 
versely  the  scenes  would  be  sentimentalised,  to  avoid 
the  brute  horror  of  early  factory  conditions. 

The  tokens  created  a  token-mania,  and  books  on  the 
issues,  intended  to  guide  collectors,  began  in  1790,  and 
continued  apace.  The  vast  series  of  political,  satirical, 
or  simply  commemorative  tokens  grew  to  serve  this 
collecting  habit,  and  the  token  turned  into  a  medalkt. 
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Hayes  (Mdx.)  and  District  C.C.  The  72nd 
meeting  of  the  club  was  held  on  20th  October  at  the 
Library,  Golden  Crescent,  Hayes. 

The  subject  for  the  evening’s  talk  given  by  the  chair¬ 
man,  T.  F.  E.  Squibb,  was  “  The  17th  Century  Trades¬ 
men’s  Tokens  issued  for  Middlesex.”  This  was  pre¬ 
ceded  by  a  brief  talk  about  Skidmore’s  18th  Century 
Buildings  Tokens  depicting  buildings  in  Middlesex 
and  it  was  explained  that  these  pennies  other  than  pic- 
torially,  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  Middlesex, 
they  were  not  issued  for  the  ordinary  purpose  of  trade, 
but  were  struck  for  collectors.  Pennies  were  shown  of 
Isleworth  Church,  Sion  House,  and  David  Garrick’s 
Gila  at  Hampton.  Many  interesting  17th  century 
tokens  were  next  shown  of  Acton,  Chiswick,  Hounslow, 
Isleworth,  Uxbridge  etc.,  these  tokens  mostly  half¬ 
pennies  were  issued  by  Innkeepers,  Grocers,  Corn 
Chandlers,  Mercers,  Candle  Makers  etc.,  one  of 
Hounslow  was  issued  by  a  Distiller  who  was  also  the 
Postmaster.  Thirteen  tokens  were  issued  by  tradesmen 
in  Uxbridge,  a  reminder  of  the  days  when  Uxbridge 
was  one  of  the  most  important  corn  markets  in  Southern 
England.  John  Moore  of  Brentford  appears  to  have 
been  the  first  tradesman  to  issue  a  farthing  in  Middlesex, 
this  is  dated  1651.  Circulation  of  these  tokens  was 
purely  local  and  as  John  Evelyn  remarks  in  his  diary 
“  payable  through  the  neighbourhood,  though  seldom 
reaching  farther  than  the  next  street  or  two.” 

In  1672  their  manufacture  and  circulation  was 
prohibited  by  Royal  proclamation  which  promised  those 
who  disobeyed  “  to  be  chastised  with  exemplary 
severity.” 

Huddersfield  N.S.  Alderman  H.  Hird  gave  a  much 
appreciated  address  to  members  of  the  society  at  the 
November  meeting  entitled  the  “  Numismatic  Changes 
of  1660  ”  in  which  he  surveyed  the  historic  situation  of 
the  country  when  the  king  returned  to  his  own  again. 
Not  only  had  estates  been  sequestered  but  “  as  there 
were  to  be  no  more  kings  ”  the  Commonwealth 
Parliament  had  ordered  the  Royal  Regalia  to  be  broken 
up. 

In  a  Commonwealth  inventory  of  the  disposal  of  the 
Crown  property  of  Charles  I  many  famous  precious 
stones  were  listed.  A  “  rock  ruby,”  probably  the 
Black  Prince’s  jewel,  was  sold  for  £15  and  even  the  largest 
diamond  of  all,  the  most  valuable  of  all  the  stones, 
fetched  no  more  than  £200.  Smaller  stones  sold  for 
from  £15  to  £5  for  sapphires,  £12  to  £5  for  emeralds, 
£8  to  £6  for  diamonds  and  £7  to  £1  for  rubies.  All 
the  gold  from  the  regalia  was  sent  to  the  mint  for 
coining. 

Christina,  the  famous  Queen  of  Sweden,  was  the 
purchaser  of  many  of  the  late  king’s  works  of  art, 
pictures,  medals,  tapestries,  books  and  manuscripts. 
One  item  she  secured  wras  the  Mary  Queen  of  Scots 
portrait  ryal  of  1557. 

At  the  Restoration  there  was  a  diversity  of  coins  in 
common  usage :  those  struck  during  the  first  protectorate 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  coins  of  the  whole  of  the 
period  of  Charles  I  and  a  good  many  of  his  father, 
James  I,  with  quite  a  sprinkling  of  Elizabeth’s  reign. 

A  proclamation  was  issued  on  September  7,  1661, 
calling  in  all  money  of  gold  and  silver  “  coyned  or 
stamped  with  the  cross  and  harp  and  the  circum¬ 
scription  The  Commonwealth  of  England.”  The 
coins  had  to  be  brought  in  and  exchanged  for  new  ones, 
weight  for  weight,  not  later  than  Nov.  30,  1661.  All 
other  coins,  irrespective  of  their  age  and  condition,  were 
to  be  allowed  to  circulate  undisturbed. 

Among  other  exhibits  Mr.  Hird  displayed  an 
original  copy  of  this  proclamation.  The  proclamation 
was  dated  “  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  our  raign  ” — 
ignoring,  of  course,  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Alderman  also  gave  a  transcript  of  the  will  of 
one,  William  Jordon,  Mayor  of  Durham,  who  died 


during  his  year  of  office  in  1666.  To  his  wife  he  left 
six  silver  spoons ;  to  his  brother,  George,  his  “  nigroe 
boy”;  to  his  loving  friend,  Alderman  Thompson,  his 
grey  Galloway;  to  Alderman  Hall,  his  sword  and  belt; 
to  Mr.  Gabriel  Jackson,  a  new  beaver  hat;  to  Mr.  John 
Jefferson,  counsellor-at-law,  a  twenty  shillings-piece 
of  gold. 

London  N.C.  At  the  October  meeting  the  club 
extended  a  warm  welcome  to  Philip  D.  Whitting, 
President  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic 
Societies,  who  spoke  on  “  Byzantine  Coins.”  Mr. 
Whitting  illustrated  his  talk  with  some  very  fine  colour 
slides.  To  many  collectors  this  series  is  rather  obscure, 
and  Mr.  Whitting  succeeded  in  rousing  considerable 
interest.  This  was  proved  by  the  large  number  of 
questions  which  he  answered  afterwards.  The  speaker 
was  also  highly  commended  on  the  quality  of  his  slides, 
which  clearly  illustrated  many  points  he  made.  The 
meeting  ended  with  a  general  discussion  on  Byzantine 
Coins. 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Society.  In  spite 
of  the  weather  some  thirty  members  were  at  the  last 
meeting  of  1960  which  was  the  occasion  of  the  Presi¬ 
dential  address.  Mr.  Tozer  chose  as  his  subject  the 
Insignia  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  in  England. 
Briefly  tracing  the  history  of  the  Order  since  600  a.d. 
to  explain  the  various  degrees  and  ranks  he  went  on  to 
describe  the  different  badges  and  devices,  all  based  on 
the  famous  eight  pointed  cross.  To-day,  of  course, 
the  Order  is  usually  associated  with  the  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  Brigade.  To  illustrate  his  address,  Mr. 
Tozer  had  brought  some  specimens  of  the  Insignia  from 
his  own  collection  including  (although  he  did  not  tell 
us  this)  his  own  group  and  one  of  the  rare  gallantry 
medals  of  the  Order,  only  thirty-four  of  the  type  shewn 
having  been  awarded.

continuing  the  evening  with  the  patterns  of  the  proposed 
decimal  coinage  and  other  interesting  side  issues  of 
early  Victorian  coins.
